weatnet at setting time in con- 
| the usual attacks by insect and 
where winter spraying had not 
efficientiy performed has completely 
destroyed the chance of average yields of 
truit being cbtained this season, : At the 
earlier part of spring, trees blossomed vigor- 
ously, and the prospects of a satisfactory 
crop were accordingly bright. Later. how- 
ever, some exceptionally severe hail storms. 
and a number of heavy night frosts which 
occurred from the 14th to the 17th of Mav 
destroved much of the blooms and caused 
air h injury that the excellent vield of tree 
fruit promised was turned info a failure. 
Most of the blossoms were burnt and failed 
with the result that only a small 
sprinkling of fruit was left on trees in 
sheltered situations. Bush fruits were also 
badly affected, and large quantities of these 
dropped off at various stages. 
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SECOND SPRAYING OF 
POTATOES NECESSARY, 
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Recent reports indicate that blight is now 
present on practically all varieties of potatoes 
and in nearly every part of the Free State. 
and it is of the utmost importance that there 
should be no slackening in the measures 
taken to protect the crop by spraying. 

Potato growers ‘night easily ‘be misled by 
the present spell of tine weather into think- 
ing that all danger of injury by disease is 
now past. The abundant foliage which has 
been produced during the recent favourable 
growing weather is particularly liable to be 
attacked by blight. In some districts con- 
siderable injury has already been done, and 
should a change to dull, wet weather take 
place there is grave danger that the disease 
may become widespread. 

No time should be lost before the second 
spraying is given. In many instances, it will 
he necessary to spray a third time, especially 
in those cases where blight was present before 
the firss spraying was given.

DESTRUCTION OF WEEDS. 
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This season the compulsory powers vested 
in the Department of Agriculture are being 
used to require occupiers to destroy the 
weeds, principally thistle, ragweed and dock, 
which are scheduled as “ noxious.” JIn- 
spectors are at work in every county 
which the Weeds Act is in operation. An 
occupier of land who fails to destroy noxious 
weeds when required by the Department to 
do so is liable to a fine not exceeding £5 for 
the first offence and £10 for any subsequent 
offence.

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NEEDS OF NORTHERN 
FARMERS. 
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The Executive Committee of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union in their last quarterly report 
state that they have continued to urge the 
necessity for the establishment of adequate 
credit facilities for farmers in Northern Ire- 
land, and were still convinced that the set- 
ting up of such facilities was a corollary to 
any real progressive and constructive agricul- 
tural policy. The work of establishing the 
experimental] farm at Hillsborough is rapidly 
precemens- It would require some little time 
vefore the work on this farm can be properly 
begun and developed, but the committee were 
of opinion that they had never in the history 
of the Union been associated with a project 
destined to be productive of more practical 
and beneficial results to Ulster farmers. 


Committees of Inquiry. 


The committee had lodged two memoranda 
with the Ministry of Agriculture, requesting 
the Government to set up committees of in- 
quiry for the purpose of investigating (a) the 
agricultural co-operative movement in 
Northern Ireland; and (b) the state of the 
dairying industry. The committee were 
strongly of —e that such investigations 
were absolutely necessary before they could 
attempt to formulate a policy regarding these 
two important matters. Having regard to the 
extraordinary rapid progress that has taken 
place in foreign and colonial countries by 
agricultural producers coming along co- 
operative lines for the purpose of marketing 
their produce, it was clear that, if the farm- 
ing community of Northern Ireland was suc- 
cessfully to withstand the increasingly fierce 
competition from these sources, they must 
emulate the methods and svstems which had 
been adopted by successful rivals. It was 
clear that the day for the farmer as an in- 
dividual trader had gone, and that even if 
they had—as they should have—the standard 
and quality of all their produce raised and 
stabilised, there would have to be some 
method or system of marketing it in a more 
collective way than had been practised in 
the past. 

Amongst the lines which the committee 
hoped investigations might profitably pursue 
were (a) the concentration of supplies at a 
smaller number of larger creameries; (b) the 
installation of hand-power separators on 
farms; (c) the reduction of haulage costs; 
(d) the co-ordination of selling machinery ; 
and (e) last, but not least. intensive educa- 
tion of the farmers as to the economic 
management and feeding of dairy cows. 


Sheep Worrying. 


Special consideration was given by the exe- 
cutive to the very heavy losses sustained by 
farmers through having their sheep worried 
by dogs. The executive were of opinion that 
the present Jaw—even when enforced—did not 
give farmers sufficient protection, and they 
recommended that the law should be 
amended, so as to give a farmer the power to 
shoot at sight any dog found in the act of 
worrying his sheep; further, it was suggested 
that a portion of the revenue derived from the 
sale of dog licences should be set aside to 
create a fund to compensate farmers for 
losses sustained by sheep-worrying.

BYRE.

THE MOIL FOR SMALL 
FARMERS. 


. 
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The Irish Moiled Cattle ‘Society, recently 
established in Belfast, is making good head- 
way. Captain Herbert Dixon, D.L., M.P., 
1s the President, and a report from the Secre- 
tary States that there are now 80 bulls and 
cows registered, while 100 others are under 
observation. There are 67 subscribing 
members, and 16 subscribers to the bull 
scheme. In his report as judge at the Roval 
Ulster Show last May, Captain Dixon wrote— 

‘ I know our critics say, Why bother about 
trying to produce a new breed? Why not 
stick to the breeds we have already? The 
answer is twofold—(1) The breed is not a 
new breed, but the oldest. breed known in 
Ireland; (2) no one who has any practical 
knowledge of the hill countries in Ulster and 
the lands bordering on those countries can 
say that any breed of cattle we now have is 
satisfactory. What we want is a thrifty, 
hardy cow of medium size, not carrying too 
much flesh, which can live and do on the 
cold, indifferent pastures, give a reasonable 
supply of milk, and be capable when crossed 
with a beef producing animal of pro- 
ducing a good saleable store. There 
is no animal of this type in Ulster 
or Ireland now, and the best to 
oe it in is what remains of the old original 
rish moilie. In the initial stage you must 
go for type, and stick to it until the type is 
fixed. What you want is the hardy, thrifty, 
good-milking cow that the hill farmer can 
keep, and keep well, on what he raises on his 
own farm, To enter: into competition with 
the large breeds, such as shorthorns and 
Friesians, would, in my opinion, be unwise. 
The “‘ big cow for the big man ” is being 
amply catered for. What we should aim at 
is “ the smaller cow for the smaller man.”

GAINS AND LOSSES IN FARMING, 


THE STUDY OF 


There is a good deal of mythology talked 
regarding the farmer's quarrel with “ book 
learning '—true enough perhaps, indeed, of 
the farmer in his sixth decade, but growing 
appreciably wide of the mark with each ten 
years of decreasing age, until one reaches 
the young farmer in his early twenties, whose 
grievance is not with teaching, but, rather, 
with the lack of it. At one point, however, 
and that, perhaps, the most crucial, the 
farmer of mature years, but not yet en- 
titled to rank as a veteran, fails to be moved 
by the pleas of his would-be educators. 
the younger farmer, unless, indeed, he has 
been through a good agricultural school (and 
even sometimes then), is inclined to ignore, 
if he does not openly scout, the science and 
art of “ farm costings.’ Is there really any 
such science or art? he asks; and how is a 
boy, whose ‘‘schooling’’ must terminate 
about, if not before, the middle of his ’teens, 
to master it, or the young farmer, who has 
left school innocent of its intricacies, to pick 
it up? 

There is a great deal more in this, of course, 


to instil, or the youth to master, in a too 
crowded school curriculum, the mysteries of 
bookkeeping by double entry. There is the 
whole controversy between theory and prac- 
tice, in which the too unaccommodating 
doctrinaire, with his views of “a right way 
and a wrong to do everything,” and the too 
empirical—not to call him “ happy-go-lucky ”’ 
—" practical’ man find themselves inter- 
minably at odds with each other. There is 
the tendency (which deepens “with the pro- 
cess of the suns’’ and the changes of the 
seasons) of the really able young farmer to 
find problems, which arise naturally in the 
week s work, to which the text-book answers 
are either nil or inadequate! 


A Deep-Seated Problem. 


This problem cuts deeper into the most 
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critical of all the farmer's questions—his 
ability to farm at a profit—than even he him. 
self may always realise. The student of 
agricultural economics may argue, and un- 
answerably, that if the farmer cannot count 
his costs he can neither assess his profits, nor 
detail his losses. It is true. But. the 
farmer’s reply is equally true, equally un- 
answerable No exact tally is possible un- 
less some simpler scheme of agricultural 
accounting than is yet put before the typical 
tiller, with nothing but a national school 
education to guide. him, has been devised, 
circulated widely and popularised. The 
farmer is surely no less anxious than his in- 
structors to distinguish his gains from his 
losses. And, though he may make errors of 
detail when working out the results of a 
single season's operations, he is not fool 
enough not to find out within a limited time 
whether his farm is merely coverin® its cost 
or is enabling him to save, or is landing him 
In. debt One or two seasons may baulk his 
imperfect insight into ways and means, but 
a very few will put the ultimate balance on 
the side of the account to which it belongs. 
What, however, he may fail to ascertain is 
where his leakages occur until, too late. that 
valuable craft, his farm, is sinking. Nor is 
this wonderful. Think of the kind of pro- 
blems he has to consider. A friend who is 
making egg-production profitable—in spite of 
those correspondents in the /rish Times, 
who say it cannot be done '—told us recently 
that he did not take overhead charges into 
account when calculating profits. On the 
other hand, he omitted to charge the sale of 
old hens, “sold for the pot,” on the credit 
side of his account. Even if these two 
omitted items do not balance, this particular 
egg farm is doing pretty well. But the point 
is that overhead charges are extremely hard 
to calculate on a farm in which hens and their 
eggs, and, perhaps, “ sittings’’ of fowl, are 
included with a variety of other incomings 
and outgoings. So, and, perhaps, míre so, 
is depreciated. Think of these problems in 
detail; of depreciation on machinery, for in- 
stance; of the yearly instalments on land not 
yet bought out, not to mention rates and

i taxes; of the value (on the other side of the 


account) of manures. 


What the Farmer Has to Contend With. 


Is it strange if the farmer who has not 
been through a pretty exhaustive agricultural 
course is sometimes left, not knowing profit 
from loss, until he is on the brink of disaster ? 
And then, perhaps, some intelligent adviser 
comes along and tells him he had better 
change his methods. Does he send milk to 
the creamery’ Surely he had better take to 
fattening calves. Does he fatten calves 
already’? Surely he had better fatten fewer, 
send more milk to the creamery, and try a 
bit of pig-rearing. Or, if he tills, had he 
not better modify it with mixed farming, or, 
per contra, drop mixed farming and concen- 
trate on tillage? All of which brings him back 
to the fundamental fact that, if it was diffi- 
cult, in the type of farming he had got used 
to working, so to detail his costings as to be 
sure of where he stood, it must be still more 
dificult by trying new. or imperfectly 
mastered methods to mend his hand! The 
tragedy is that he never had time to learn 
his own trade, and it seems that once he 
has embarked upon it he never will have 
time ! And, indeed, although there are 
many willing to aid him, some for pay and 
others because, like many officials of the 
Department of Agriculture, they are only too 
anxious to find teachable people and spread 
the light amongst them, learning farm cost- 
ings 1s not as easy as talking, or even writing 
about it. If more communicable than the 
higher mathematics, it is still hardly com- 
municable unless the teacher has a flair for 
teaching and the farmer-pupil an aptitude 
for understanding it. Apart from vexed 
questions of overhead charges and deprecia- 
tion, productive and unproductive expendi- 
ture, there is the complex question of the 
varying costs and value of labour under 
changing seasonal conditions, in spring and 
in autumn, in wet weather and in dry. And 
at the back of all this, the value of the 
farmer’s own labour, his skill as manager, the 
labour of his sons. Who shall exactly assess 
all these ? 

We are, of course, aware that it has been 
done, or, at least, attempted, both for specine 
branches of farming for instance, in re- 
lation to poultry-keeping, by Dr. Laur in 
Switzerland, in his ‘‘ Researches into Costings 
in Relation to Poultry-keeping ’’), and more 
generally, as in the elaborate investigations 
into their own costings made by the National 
Agricultural Experiment Station at Grignon 
(France). But it is too widely ramifying a 
branch of agricultural economics and too little 
synthesised to be readily available for the 
plain man, and there is thus a practical ques- 
tion of immediate importance, demanding the 
attention of farm educationists. How far it 
can be rapidly solved and information be 
made quickly and easily accessible. it is not 
easy to say. but we think that some of the 
work done in America, from the farm clubs 
to the universities, not, of course forgetting 
the Departments of Agriculture there, mizht 
with advantage be adapted to our own needs. 
Reginning with the school garden, developing 
through nature study courses (such as are pre- 
pared. for instance. by the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College). familiarity with the chief factors 
in buying and selling, profits and losses, might 
gradually be brought about amongst rural 
school children, to be developed in fuller 
detail in continuation classes, and ultimately 
applied, worked out, and continuously studied 
on the farm itself. Ii is certain that to few 
average small farmers of to-day are all the 
essential factors of costings known. It is no 
less certain that if he is to keep his head 
above water the smal] farmer of the future 
must grasp them. That he has not sunk three 
times and gone under in a greater number of 
instances says much for his intelligence. It 
is not due to his training nor, in the con- 
ditions of Irish rural education in the past. 
could it have been so. But the Ireland of 
the future must improve upon that.

FUTURE OF IRISH

If this view of the mmportance of dairying 
in the agricultural system of the Free State 
is correct—as it surely is—we may find in the 
present condition of our dairying industry, as 
indicated by butter exports, a partial ex- 
planation of the depression in other branches 
of our agriculture. The Great War was a 
time of unequalled opportunity for the de- 
velopment of Irish agriculture in every 
branch, and in none more than dairying. We 
were nearer to a monopoly of the British 
market than we are ever likely to be again. 
Unfortunately, the war brought temptations 
as well as opportunities; and we succumbed 
to the temptations. Our present position 1s, 
in part, the result. 


Our Pace in the Market. 


The relative importance of the different 
sources of Great Britain’s butter supply has 
changed very much since pre-war years, as 
the following statistics show. ~ The figures 
given for 1913 are those of imports into Great 
Britain and all Ireland; but Ireland's im- 
ports for that year were only 71,585 cwts.

It is clear that Denmark, far from sacrific- 

ing. as we have done, the dairying industry 

to the raising of cattle for export, has made 
dairying the corner-stone of its agricultural 
system, and the Danes are certainly justified 
by the result. Their net exports of dairy 
products are more than seven times as great 
as ours, and exceed in value the combined 
values of our exports of cattle, pigs, and pig 
products and dairy products—that.too, 
year in which our ‘cattle exports were excep- 
tionally high. Yet the Danes have not con- 
centrated on dairying to the neglect of the 
pig and bacon industry, which, with them, 
accounts for net exports five times as great 
as ours; of poultry and egg production, in 
which they surpass us by 35 per cent., or 
even of the cattle trade, from which, though 
far behind us, they derive almost as much 
as we do from the export of dairy products 
The Danes have no advantage over our 
farmers in extent of cultivable land; the ad- 
vantage is considerably in our favour in that 
respect, and only slightly against us In re- 
spect of pophiation. Their chief advantage 
appears to- be in the ideal they set before 
them. They have not adopted the system of 
farming which involves least expenditure on 
labour. but that which promises to raise the 
productivity of the land to the highest 
possible level. Time has justified their 
choice: per thousand acres of cultivable land,

As a result of these 
circumstances dairy cattle were in very poor 
condition in most parts of the Free State 
during the season of 1925. and a decline in 
production was the inevitable consequence. 

Now that the effect of those conditions has 

ceased, the export of butter has already in- 

creased, and importation to meet the demand 
of consumers in the Free State has declined, 
as the trade returns for the first four months 


of 1926 indicate. 
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Dairying as a Key Industry. 


The Commission on _ Agriculture has 
described dairying as the foundation of our 
ageioaltural aconomy: but to appraciate its 


signed to fit them for their work, and legisla- 
tion intended to increase and standardise 
agricultural products. It is that difference 
of circumstances, rather than any difference 
of temperament or natural capacity for farm- 
ing, which has brought the Danish farmers 
their greater success. The fact is of im- 
portance now for the hope it inspires. So 
far as dairying is concerned, we have now 
in the Dairy Produce Act and Live Stock 
Breeding Act the legislation necessary to 
improve the quality and increase the quantity 
of our dairy products; and agricultural 
education is beginning to receive the attention 
it has long needed. In addition, the ad- 
vantages of cow testing—without which no 
great increase in milk or butter production 
can be expected—are beginning to be under- 
stood. The effects of this change in the 
attitude of both legislators and farmers to- 
wards the dairying industry will not be long 
without showing themselves in an increased 
output and better price of Irish butter. 

There appears to be no reason to fear that 
the development of the dairying industry in 
the Southern hemisphere will make butter 
production anpeihtatte. Hitherto demand has 
grown more rapidly than supply, and real 
prices are higher than before the war. Taking 
the average prices for the three years preced- 
ing the war as the standard, we find that 
butter has risen more than beef, store cattle, 
or general wholesale prices :—

One effect of this competition 
however, to make winter dairying, 
so long been urged in vain on Irish farmers, a 
very doubtful speculation. During two of the 
last four years the average winter price of 
butter in Great Britain has been below the 
summer price, owing to the large quantities 
received from Australia, New Zealand, and 
the Argentine. ‘The winter dairying in- 
dustry of Denmark,” said Mr. Thomas Bar- 
rington in a valuable paper on Irish agricul- 
tural prices read before the Statistical and 
Social Inquiry Society of Ireland on May 6th, 
1926, “ appears to be gravely threatened by 
the development of competition in world 
markets from countries in the Southern hemi- 
sphere. In Ireland all the efforts hitherto to 
develop this industry have met with but a 
very poor response, and the prospects for the 
future appear to be freshly overshadowed by 
the price situation described. It might, in- 
deed, be asserted with everv show of reason 
that never in the recent history of Irish agri- 
culture were the prospects of winter dairying 
less hopeful than at present.” 

For the rest, the outlook for Irish. dairying 
is brighter than ever.

FURTHER DELAY PROBABLE. 

In view of the complex and highly con. 
troversial issues raised by the’ Commission’s 
report—probably involving strenuous opposi- 
tion from some of the southern townships—it 
is extremely improbable that ‘Greater 
Dublin ’”’ legislation will be introduced before 
next year’s general election. The new 
Ministry will then-require at least a year to 
prepare its scheme and secure its passage 
through the Oireachtas. That means legis- 
lation, at the earliest, in the autumn of 1928. 
Another year at least will be required to 
erect the new administrative machinery. So 
we may conclude that, in the absence of 
emergency measures, the existing chaos in 
the north-eastern costal area must continue 
for a further three or four years. During 
that period irremediable blunders—blocking 
the way to later orderly developments, and 
permanently disfiguring the whole area—will 
inevitably be made. 

PORTMARNOCK. 

Foremost among the questions treated as 
matters of special urgency by last year’s 
joint conference was the necessity for water 
supply, drainage, road improvement, and 
building control in the vicinity of Portmar- 
nock. While the Greater Dublin Commission 
lumbered along, the people of Dublin dis- 
covered the ‘“* Velvet Strand.” They 
proceeded every week-end in battalions, 
thousands strong, to take possession of the 
strand and its adjoining open spaces. Hundreds 
of families took up their residences— some 
in new bungalows, some in ‘‘ army huts.” and 
more in tents, This invasion—a portent of 
Dublin’s determination to take possession of 
its surrounding rural and coastal areas— 
created serious problems which none of the 


Commission s report 


matters. In short, no general improvement 
in the Portmarnock area can be undertaken 
within the next three or four years unless 
all the local bodies concerned are called 
together by some responsible authority and 
empowered to create an ad hoc committee— 
or a body of emergency commissioners—to 
take the whole situation in hands. 
A SUGGESTION. 

Everybody's business being notoriously no- 
body’s business, ‘and no existing local body 
having the me responsibility or the 
necessary authority to deal with the ques- 
tions involved, the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, has a clear and immediate duty for the 
discharge of which the way has already been 
prepared. He can at once reassemble the 
ineffective joint conference of last August. 
From that gathering he can probably obtain 
agreement and action; and he can reinforce 


their decisions by means of emergency orders | 


or, if necessary, by some simple form of 
emergency legislation. 

PORTMARNOCK RIGHTS OF WAY. 

Here is at least one suggestion which the 
Minister might submit to the suggested con- 
ference. If Portmarnock were in an urban 
area, instead of being the ' fag-end’’ of an 
area ruled by the agricultural interests of 
Lusk and Mulhuddart, an “improvement 
scheme ’’ would before now have been pro- 
moted to solve the most acute “right of 
way” dispute which threatens to disturb the 
peace and welfare of the district. By the 
simple expedient of improving an existing 
cul-de-sac (as shown upon the nee’ 
map) and extending it to a convenient poin 
on the Velvet Strand—at a total cost of a few 
hundreds of pounds—thousands of pedestrians 
would be saved an unnecessary “ tramp” of 
more than a mile in their journey to the 
beach; new and convenient building sites 
would be provided, good temper restored, and 
the owners of property suitably compensated 
and their rights protected. Simple as the 
remedy is, the Balrothery Council has neither 
the authority nor the will to initiate and 
carry it through. To neglect or tpone 
such obyious and practicable expedients is 
to court serious trouble. Even now action is 
seriously overdue, Not another hour should 

lost.

THREE DUBLIN DEALERS 
SUMMONED 


(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) oo 

Inspector Curran, “‘A” Division, Civic 
Guard, summoned three dealers from the 
Bride street area Bird Market for having 
larks and linnets in their possession and ex- 
posing them for sale, contrary to the pro- 
visions of the Wild Birds Protection Act, 
1881. The defendants were Michael 
McNamara, 1 Mill lane; William Laurence, 
3 Lower Kevin street, and Bernard Vaugh, 
37 Guinness’s Buildings, New Bride street, 
Dublin. 

Inspector Curran stated that he visited the 
Bird Market on the morning of Sunday, July 
11th. Hé saw a number of birds of different 
kinds—about three hundred—-exposed for sale 
in cages. McNamara, among others, had 
four linnets and five larks, apparently not 
more than three weeks. old. y were not 
fully feathered, and. were rushing wild 
against the cages. Laurence and Vaugh had 
four linnets also quite young. - 

. The. Justice, remarked that, there appeared 
to be & difficulty as between larks and linnets. 
If the species were named in the schedule, 
the céin cá was £1 for each bird. If it was 
not named, there could only be. a reprimand. 

McNamara said that the Inspector did not 
seem to know one bird from the other. 

District Justice—-Were they recently 
caught? : 


CAUGHT IN NETS. 

McNamara—They were, at least, over 
twelve months old. It is almost impossible 
to tell a wild bird in a cage. 

District Justice— Where do you get those 
birds? We buy them in the market from the 
men who catch them. 

Vaugh said that the birds were caught in 
nets in Brittas and Blessington districts. 
He would not go out for birds this time of 
the year, because he knew the penalty. 

Guard Leonard said that he was with the 
Inspector at the time. knew ing 
about birds, and he would say that the 
linnets and larks could not be more than 
three weeks old. 

The District Justice said that linnets were 
not named in the schedule, and with regard 
to those birds found in their possession he: 
would reprimand the defendants. Larks were

M. Hertiot’s Three Days. 
In.the hour of its birth M. Herriot’s 
Government had the facics Hippocratica~— 
the look that portends an early death; 


| but not even the pessimists had supposed 


that death vould come so swiftly. Last 
Saturday M. Briand’s Government was 
defeated in the Chamber and résigned 
office. On Sunday M. Herriot undertook 
to form’ a new Government, and was suc- 
cessful. Yesterday afternoon that Govern- 
ment was defeated on a vote of confidence, 
in the Chamber, by a majority of fifty- 
three votes. M. Herriot’s chances of a 
small majority on the first vote of con- 
fidence depended on the full. support: of 
the Socialist- Radical and Radical 
groups; but yesterday it was withheld 
from him. The Socialist-Radical group 
had taken offence at his personal 
action which precipitated the fal] of the 
Briand Government. The whole-hearted 
support of the Socialists was conditional! 
on M. Herriot’s aeceptance of their finan- 
cial policy, and it seems that the state- 
ment which was read in both Chambers 
yesterday disappointed their -hopés. In 
that statement M. Herriot insisted that 
France must save herself with her own 
resources, and promised a “‘ re-arrange- 
ment ’’ of taxation. The promise was too 
vague for any Frenchman’s peace of. mind. 
To the parties of the Right and Centre 
it was a threat of the capital levy; to the 
Socialists its cautious phrasing was a suc- 
gestion that M. Herriot was compromising 
his principles for the sake of conservative 
support. No measure of political adtoit- 
ness could have kept these conflicting 
interests in more than momentary recon- 
ciliation. M. Herriot’s three-day Govern- 
ment will be remembered only because it 
reduced the French franc to the value of 


of the way > at progress. If the nation 


really is resolved upon reform, the next 
general election will bring a drastic 
katharsis of French politics; but. the 
financial crisis will not wait upon a 
general election, which in France is a 
tedious and cumbrous business. A means 
must be found now to give to a strong 
Government, with or without the 
Chamber’s consent, that free hand in 
public policy which M. Caillaux demanded 
in vain, Perhaps, the Chamber, sobered 
by the financial peril, would give to some 
widely trusted statesman the powers which 
it refused to M, Caillaux ; and fortunately 
such a man has been found in M. Poincaré, 
who has undertaken to form the «next 
Government. Even during M. Herriot’s 
term of office more than two hundred 
‘deputies, including the most responsible 
men of all group: except the Socialists, 
prepared a manifesto which asks the 
President to constitute a ‘‘Government of 
Public Safety.” These members, we may 
assume, would welcome M. T’oincaré as 
the head of such a Government. If, how- 
ever, the Chamber still blocks the creation 
of a strong Government, with a free hand 
to save France, what will happen? 
History suggests the answer. France has 
taken the most foolis: liberties with her 
health, but she will not commit suicide. 
If only a dictator can save her, a dictator 
will be found. 


The Canadian Controversy. 

Lord Byng’s recent refusal to grant a 
dissolution of Parliament to Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie King continues to be the subject 
of lively controversy in Canada. A 
genera! election will be held in September, 
and the Liberal Party is doing everything 
in its power to make the Governor- 
General's alleged breach of constitutional 
practice the chief issue at the hustings. 
The facts of the case were stated very 
clearly by the present Dominion Premier 
on Tuesday, when: he addressed a large 
meeting in Ottawa. Mr. Meighen pro- 
tested against the introduction of the 
Governor-General’s name into a political 
dispute, asserting that Lord Byng had 
acted with scrupulous impartiality in an 
effort to preserve constitutional ' govern- 
ment and the rights of Parliament in 
Canada. The MacKenzie King Govern- 
ment. was in a minority in the House of 
Commons. A vote of censure was inevit- 
able when the Premier went to Lord Byng 
with a request-for a dissolution. ‘“‘ There 
is no precedent in British history,”’ 
declared Mr. Meighen, “ where a Govern- 
ment, facing defeat on a vote of censure, 
has been allowed. to escape by securing a 
dissolution.” Of course, there cannot be 
a clear-cut issue on the constitutional 
dispute; for .the © political situation 
is highly complicated. The /facKenzie 
King Government incurred the censure 
of. Parliament as a _ result of the 
report of a committee which had been in- 
vestigating charges of irregularities in the 
Customs administration of the Dominion. 
This committee declared that large quanti- 
ties of dutiable goods were being smuggled 
into Canada from the United States. 
Scandals of an unsavoury nature were 
indicated; and, naturally enough, Mr. 
MacKenzie King, under whose Government 
the alleged irregularities took place, has 
seized on the refusal of Lord Byng to 
grant a dissolution as an excellent red- 
herring to draw across the trail of the 
Customs affair. The matter is almost 
certain to be raised at the forthcoming 
Imperial Conference, which will be held 
shortly after the results of the general 
election in Canada have been declared. 
The South African Government, it seems, 
is: anxious to establish .a rule that hence- 
forward nobody who is not a native of a 
Dominion can be Appointed as its 
Governor-Genéral, citing as a precedent 
the case of the Irish Free State. If the 
Liberals are returned to power in Canada, 
Mr. MacKenzie King undoubtedly will 
link up this proposal with Lord Byng’s 
decision, in which event the proceedings of

Crk and Linnets. 


In the Dublin District Court yesterday 
three men were charged with an offence 
under the, Wild Birds Protection Act, | 
1881, The men were bird-deslers, and 
were charged that they exposed larks and 
linnets for sale in the Bride street market. 
The police.evidence showed that the birds 
were very young. Some of them were not 
even fully fledged, and they were rushing 
wildly about in their cages. As linnets 
are not specified by name in the Act, two 
of the three men were discharged with a 
reprimand, while the third, who sold 
larks, was fined four shillings for every 
bird that was found in his possession. 
One of the defendants told the Court that 
these young birds are caught in nets in 
the Brittas and Blessington districts, 
where, apparently, an extensive trade is 
carried on by their sale. We congratulate 
Inspector Curran, of the “A” Division, 
on his vigilance. Nothing could be more 
cruel than to deprive these wild and 
beautiful creatures of their liberty, and 
the trade in larks and linnets is 
thoroughly pernicious. We hope that the 
Civic Guard in every part of the country 
will be stimulated by Inspector Curran’s 
action in Dublin to enforce the law with 
the utmost rigour. The habit of “taming ' 
thrushes and blackbirds in cages, so 
prevalent in rural areas, is due to 
thoughtlessness rather than to downright 
cruelty + but there no longer can be any 
éxcuse for it. The plan to found an 
animals’ hospital in Dublin is an en- 
couraging sign, and yesterday’s Court 
proceedings ought to stir the public 
conscience to a recognition of its duty 
towards bird and beast.

Some remarkable figures as to the effect of 
the coal stoppage on trade and tational 
finance were given by Mr. Runciman, on the 
motion for the third reading of the Finance 
Bill. The rejection of the measure had been 
moved by Mr. D'Alton, the Labour member 
for Peckham. who described the bil] as one 
of a series of bad Budgets, broken only by 
the Labour Budget of 1924. It was, he said, 
a bill full of evil and anti-social tendencies, 
the effect of which was to drive the 
poor deeper into poverty and enable 
the rich to rise to higher levels of wasteful 
extravagance and Juxury. . | 

Mr. Runciman began by attacking the pro- 
tective character of the bill, and then he 
passed on to show how the revenue of the 
country was likely to suffer as a result of 
the coal dispute. It was impossible, he said, 
to estimate the actual total of the loss to 
the nation, but, roughly, he calculated that 
the general strike had cost at least 30 
millions. Taking the period from the 16th 
May to the 16th of July, he estimated that 
the export losses on the heavy trades, tex- 
tiles. and other manufactured goods, totalled 
635 millions. The home trade -losses he, put 
at between 13 and 20 millions, the wages 
losses to miners at 25 millions, and in other 
industries 10 millions. “That, including the 
30 millions first mentioned, made a total of 
148 millions. 

But this was not the end of the tale, for 
a large number of other industries had 
suffered during the period under review. For 
instance, the laid-up tonnage in the shipping 
trade had nearly doubled since — But, 
he proceeded, bad as might be the drop on 
the national turnover, the difficulty would 
grow enormously greater as the weeks passed, 
because of the effect of the stoppage on the 
national credit. 

THE BETTING DUTY. 

Mr. Duff Cooper, the Conservative member 
for Oldham, gave his attention to the betting 
duty. He regarded it as a rather curious 
fact, that though nearly everybody mentioned 
the moral argument, few ventured to employ 
it. Certainly he could find no condemnation 
against betting in Scripture. ‘I'rue, one 
divine had suggested that it was a breach of 
the Tenth Commandment, but he did not 
think that it could be seriously argued that 
the betting man was covetous. He was glad 
to be able to congratulate the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer on steering safely between the 
Scylla of the bookmaker and the Charybdis of 
the Puritan, and bringing his bark, heavily 
laden, into the harbour of the Treasury. 

Sir Frederick Wise was in rather a pessi- 
mistic mood. The country, in his opinion, 
was heading for national bankruptcy. A 
camel could not live on its hump, nor could 
the British nation live, except on cheap 
credit, and everything should be done ‘to 
secure it. 

Captain Wedgwood-Benn fulminated against 
Imperial Preference, and was replied to by 
Sir Robert Horne, who said that they had 
had prognostications from the hon. member 
as to the terrible things that were going to 
happen again and again. Somehow they did 
not happen, and practical experience had 
blown all these old arguments to the winds. 

‘Sir John Marriott was a little sceptical as 
to the wisdom of the Chancellor’s essay in 
Protection, but, on the whole, he- considered 
that he had brovght courage and resource to 
his task of raising the national revenue. 

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. Ronald McNeill, replying, said that it 
was impossible to look forward to the next 
financial year without anxiety in view of the 
coal stoppage, the end of which they could 
not yet see. Thev needed every penny of 
revenue they could get, and that fact was 
alone, responsible for: concessions on certain 
points which had been asked for. He, how- 
ever, demurred to the statement from the 
Opposition side of the House, that the new 
indirect taxation fell exclusively, or even 
mainly, upon the poorer classes. For the 
greater part, indeed, the burden. was 
shouldered by the well-to-do

America’s Danger. 


A few days ago I referred to a.conversa- 
tion which I had had with a friend just 
back from the United States, and his 
opinion that financial conditions there 
were unhealthy. I am now told by another 
man, who has made a long study of the 
financial and industrial development of 
the United States on the spot, that the 
boom in New York Stocks is approaching 
its inevitable end, and that a reaction 1s 
almost imminent. Business in the States 
is over-extended ; for, while stocks stand 
at prices that are unprecedented, the 
basis is utterly unsound. The main weak- 
ness is the immense growth of the system 
of paying by instalments for a great 
variety of goods. The range of things 
that may be paid for in this manner is 
extraordinary, but when buying ceases 
over-production results, and this is begin- 
ning to make itself felt.

Cabinet. 

After the sitting of the Chamber two 
deputies presented to President Doumergue 
a petition, signed by 230 deputies, declar- 
ing that the formation of a Government 
of Public Safety would be the only means 
of safeguarding the nation. 

The manifesto adds that such a Govern- 
ment would only be possible under condi- 
tions of national union and general good- 
will, leaving out all party considerations, 
and that union should be based on an 
effective financial programme.

HOW DZERZHINSKY 
DIED. 


RUMOURS OF VIOLENT END. 

From “Tuas Times” CORRESPONDENT, 
RIGA, Wednesday. 

At noon to-day prominent Soviet officials 
carried the body of Dzerzhinsky from his flat 
within the Kremlin, where he died yesterday, 
to the Trade Union Hall. There it will lie in 
state, guarded hy high officials as sentinels 
until the funeral in the Krasnaya Ploschad 
to-morrow, at 6 p.m., close to Lenin’s mauso- 
leum. The procession was headed by a brass 
band mounted on white horses. The German 
Ambassador, Count Brockdorff Rantzau; the 
French Ambassador, M. Herbette, and the 
Japanese Ambassador, Mr. Tanaka Tokichi, 
officially expressed their sympathy to the 
Soviet Government, as also did the represen- 
tatives of other States, inciuding Sweden, 
Mexico, Czecho-Slovakia, Denmark, Esthonia, 
Latvia, and Mongolia. 

Official announcement states that delega- 
tions from ail parts of Soviet Russia are 
travelling to Moscow in order to lay wreaths 
on “ their dear leader's coffin.”” Communist 
circles state that Mr. Lansbury intends to be 
present at the funeral, and to lay a wreath 
testifying to the sympathy of the British 
workers. For twenty-four hours, beginning 
to-day, the public will be permitted to view 
the body. In Leningrad, Moscow, Rostoff, 
Kharkoft, Kieff, and other centres, flags are 
weg | flown at half-mast, and even tramcars 
are bedécked with ‘ mourning flags.” The 
uewspapers are appearing with black borders. 

Numerous manifestoes issued by the Go- 
vernment organisations, the Communist 
Party, the Comitern and other bodies extol 
“the sterling, heroic and unflinching re- 
volutionary qualities of this terror of the 
Bourgeoisie and true proletarian knight.’’ 
Sinc: Lenin’s funeral there has been no c-m- 
motion so great about a single personage. 

As usual, there are many who mistrust 
official announcements, and there are 
whispered rumours of a violent death. The 
most persistent and most plausible story is 
that Dzerzhinsky committed suicide in a fit 
of despair, after a conference with the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Party, 
which disclosed conditions convincing even 
him of the ruin of Communism. There is 
no real evidence to support this theory, but 
the official announcement mentions that the 
conference was held, and says that 
Dzerzhinsky died just after he returned from 
it.—(Per Press Association, copyright.)

Remarkable scenes were witnessed last 
night and te-day” during the final Mdhurrum 
celebrations. ierce rioting took place 
in the streets during the night and early 
morning, resulting in many casualties, forty 
at least bein 
Moslems. Hindus left the Moslems in 
possession of the streets during the night, 
creating panic everywhere. 

The severe tension is straining the re- 
sources of the police to the utmost. 

Very fierce street fighting occurred later 
this morning, necessitating the calling up of 
three armoured cars to help the police. .A 
feature of the rioting is the combatants’ 
utter disregard of the presence of the police 
authorities. Ferocity is widespread during 
the hostilities. 

Serious disturbances broke out again this 
morning in North Calcutta. The police 
opened fire on the rioters, and one person was 
killed and several seriously wounded persons 
were taken to hospital. Both Hindus and 
Mohammedans resorted to guerilla warfare 
this morning, and reports of stray esses of 
stabbing: and assault are pouring in. 

Mohurrum processions encountered Hindu 
crowds bent on mischief in three d‘tferent 
localities. In two of these the police were 
«compelled to fire on the crowds, killing two 
SIE on the spot, while another person was 

illed by the rioters. Fourteen persons so 
far have been admitted to hospital, four of 
whom are suffering from gunshot wounds. 
Shops are entirely closed in the disturbed 
area, and the situation is extremely serious. 

e disorders spread gradually north- 
wards until they reached the suburb, six 
miles from Calcutta, which was the scene of 
serious Hindu-Moslem fighting on Monday. 
To-day rioting broke out again in the same 
district, and the police had eventually to fire 
on the mob, wounding two rioters seriously 
and eight slightly. 

The situation here was brought under 
control after the police had fired into the 
crowd at half a dozen different places. Six 
people have been killed, and 33 seriously in- 
jured.—(Reuter. ) 


UNREST AT BANGALORE, 
BANGALORE, Wednesday. 

Mill hands here, disappointed because they 
did not receive a bonus, ‘started rioting last 
night. Armed police were called out and 
opened fire. Four of the rioters were killed 
and fourteen were injured. Some of the 
police were also injured by brickbats. The 
mill authorities have undertaken to provide 
for the families of those who were killed.—

HOW GANDHI WOULD CURE 
INDIA’S ILLS.

Mr. Gandhi, the Indian Nationalist Leader, 
has issued a statement on the steps that he 
would take to cure his country's ills if were 
he Emperer. 

After first enforcing strict prohibition he 
would settle religious quarrels, arrange for 
the adequate protection of his people, and 
make friends with the entire world. Here is 
a statement of his aims :— 

“I would summon representatives of both 
the Hindus and the Moslems, search their 
pockets and deprive them of all food and 
lethal weapons, then lock them together in 
one rocm. I would open the door only after 
they had settled their quarrels. 

‘I would extend the hand of fellowship to 
the whole world, irrespective of caste, colour, 
or creed. I would disband the entire Army 
of Occupation in India, retaining only enough 
police to protect the citizens, and I wouid 
guarantee the fullest protection to every 
European and to honest European enter- 
prise.

TYRANNICAL DECREE,

ROME, Wednesday. 

The Italian newspapers will be dry reading 
as a result of the restrictions which the 
Fascist Government announces. as part of .its: 
plans to strengthen the value of the lire and 
wipe out the deficit in the trade balance. 

Sporting, art, literary and crime news will 
be eliminated gradually, and foreign news 
will be curtailed heavily. Only one news- 
paper is to be permitted in a province outside 
arge cities. In: these organs the political 
doings of Fascism will be briefly told, and 
the remainder of the space will be used to 
describe things which are being constructed. 

The new Order of things is in line with the 
Fascist _Govrenment’s economic plans. 
Signor Turati, Secretary-General of the 
Fascist Party, asserts that personal journal- 
ism is doomed. He says that Fascism is 
determined to bring out the educational and 
moral aspects of the Press. 

“ Also I am determined,” Signor Turati 
says, “‘to destroy the innumerable. weeklies, 
which, although dealing in national problems 
and spreading fundamental Fascist ideas, re- 
present solely the personal aciditv and literary 
impatience of their editors. Some of our 
comrades already have set a good example by 
suffocating their own creatures.” 

The Secretary-General remarks that the 
Fascist Party may have other suryiises to 
offer in this field.

STRENUOUS Session of Dail Eireann 

came to an end last night, and, un- 

less an emergency arises, the House will 
not ‘meet again until November 16th. 

Yesterday’s business was confined to the 
discussion of the Rules of Court. In 
view of the strong opposition that was 
shown on Tuesday, the Minister for Justice 
withdrew his motion for the approval of 
the Rules of the Circuit Court, and under- 
took to have a further consultation with 
the Committee, especially on the question 
of pleadings. The Rules of the District 
Court were approved. 

The Senate meets this afternoon. With 
the exception of the report of the Special 
Committee on the Rules of Court, there 
is little business of importance to come 
before the House. 


MOTION WITHDRAWN. 


CIRCUIT COURT RULES NOT 
APPROVED. 

The debate on the motion of the Minister 
for Justice—‘‘ That the Dail approve of the 
rules of the Circuit Court,” which was inter- 
rupted on the previous day by the debate on 
the National Land Bank—had scarcely been 
entered on yesterday when Mr. O'Higgins 
withdrew his motion. He said that the dis- 
cussion on Mr. Johnson’s amendment turned 
largely ou the question of pleadings and their 

recise value in the administration of justice. 
t had been said that the rules were calculated 
to create delay and pile up costs against the 
litigants. He was not able to share that view. 
In view, however, of the differences of opinion 
that had been expressed, and of certain Cater 
ledge that lve had of opinion in the Senate, he 
was prepared to leave over until next session 
the further consideration of the Circuit Court 
rules, and'to have further conversations with 
the Committee that drafted them. 

He had no very great confidence that he 
would be able to induce the Committee to 
change their views, but he would discuss with 


them .the question of pleadings, and, at any 


rate, arrange the limit below which pleadings 
would be dispensed with. He withdrew his 
motion, but he would like to hear from 
deputies any suggestions that they had to 
make on the subject of the rules. 


VIEWS OF MEMBERS. 

Mr. Johnson also withdrew his amendment, 
which proposed to refuse approval of the 
rules, because they did not enable all cases to 
be brought to trial in the simple form that at 
present exists, without the necessity for plead- 
ings. 

Mr. Hewat said that under Rule 6 he 
noticed an omission to provide for vacation 
sittings of the Circuit judge to deal. with 
urgent matters and to avoid delay, 

Mr. White (Donegal) said that he believed 
that the Free State’s legal system was as 
efficient and expeditious as any in Europe. 
He should like to see Mr. Johnson's: proposal 
accepted, so that £100 might be the limit at 
which pleadings would not be necessary. 

After other deputies had mentioned points 
of. detail for which the Minister’s attention 
was desired, 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he would bring 
these matters, in addition to the major matters 
of pleadings and costs, before the Committee 
a wow and the’ re-assembling of the 

ail. 

The motion was then declared withdrawn, 


DISTRICT COURT RULES. 

The Minister for Justice next moved a reso- 
Jntion approving the District Court rules. He 
claimed that in all branches of the work pro- 
cedure had been simplified. The principal 
point explained by the Minister was the allow- 
ing of proof of service by statutory declara- 
tion on the back of the summons, where that 
method was preferred to personal attendance 
in court to prove service. 

Costs in civil proceedings, he said, were 
now, 1t was thought, very reasonable. Since 
the circulation of the draft rules he had had a 
further conference with the Committee, at 
which the figures set out in the rules as 
now made were agreed upon. As now pre- 
scribed’ the costs showed a reduction in 
many cases of 50 per cent. on the costs as 
first submitted. 

Mr. Johnson said that they were being 
asked to alter the existing statute law, and 
he thought that alteration, in some cases to 
the detriment of the accused person, by rule 
of court, was not a thing the Dail should 
be asked to do. Any alteration beyond mere 
matters of procedure should only be done by 
formal presentation and examination of a 
bill by the usual legislative processes. 

Mr. Johnson went on to deal in detail with 
certain of the rules, which, in his opinion, 
constituted modifications which were detri- 
mental to the interests of an accused person. 
Rule 4 defined the area of jurisdiction of a 
District Justice to be, in the cases of in- 
dictable offences, in any court area irrespec- 
tive of where the crime was alleged to have 
been committed, or the defendant had been 
arrested or resided. There was to be no limit 
to the power of the justice to adjourn a 
ease from one court area within his district 
to another. According to the Courts of Jus- 
tice Act the jurisdiction of the justice in 
criminal cases was in the district where the 
crime had been committed. The proposed 
Rules of Court seemed to be an attempt to 
——— in that respect the provision of the 
Act. 

QUESTION OF AREAS. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the deputy seemed 
to he confounding the court area and the dis- 
trict area. The district of a District Justice 
might contain many court areas. The Act 
was that the jurisdiction of the justice was 
to be. exercised within his district, 

Mr. Johnson replied that quite competent 
lawyers had interpreted the rule as it appeared 
to him. Rules 6 and 7 were taken verbatim 
from the Petty Sessions Act of 1851, and 
when it came to a question of revising rules 
of court governing cases of summary jurisdic. 
tion the revision should be carried out in the 
light of present day conditions. It was not 
right that there should be continued the rule 
giving discretion to the justice to exclude 
the public from his court in: the hearing of 
cases for indictable offences. When a revision 
of procedure was to take place.the Dail 
should ensure that proceedings should be 
carried out in open court. 

fn Rule 26 there was-a very important and 

wholly unnecessary change proposed. In the 
Act of 1851 the justice was to commit for 
trial if satisfied from the evidence that suffi- 
cient proof of the guilt of the accused had 
been put forward. The word sufficient had 
been altered in the rules to prima facie. 
Rule 27 took away from the accused the right 
of bail in certain cases, and the granting or 
refusing of bail was now to: he left to the 
justice in all cases of indictable offences. 
_ Rule 35 retained the scale of periods of 
imprisonment in default of paying fines 
inflicted. They still had ten shillings or seven 
days,’ £1 or fourteen days, and so on. The 
scale was adopted years ago, when the value 
óf money was at least double what it is now. 
According to present values the period of the 
alternative imprisonment should be halved. 
The House should not agree to the rule dis- 
tinctly preventing a District Justice frem 
giving costs against the State where he was 
satisfied that the case should not have been 
brought by the Attorney-General or the Garda 
Siochana. | 


ABSENT LAWYERS. 

Major Cooper said that the absence ' of 
lawyers from the debate was noticeable. He 
was inclined to agree with Mr. Johnson that, 
the tendency of the rules was against the 
litigant more than it was in the past. 

In the High Court and in the Cirenit Court 
it did not matter much what the rules were, 
because there were Jawyers to deal with 
them: while acting for the persons concerned ;

THE NEED OF. CHEAP 
PRODUCTION, 


Sir Josiah Stamp, who has lately re- 
turned from a trip to the United States, 
delivered a striking address last night on 
“The Economics of Monopolies,” with 
particular reference to America, at the 
anntal meeting of the Society of Chemical 
Industry, at the Hotel Great Central, 
London. 

He said that the control of raw supplies | 
is going to be a matter of big political 
interest in the next twenty years, and the 
efforts of countries to free themselves | 
from the monopolistic control of raw 
materials by one country would lead to 
increased efforts in metallurgical and 
other research work to find substitutes. 


THE CASE OF AMERICA.

WHERE THE WORLD STANDS 
TO GAIN. 


Nature, he said, had been very perverse. 
America, for example, had coal and iron, but 
was lacking ‘in other materials, such as man- 
ganese, chromium, nickel, tungsten and 
others. Therefore, although America had so 
much coal and iron, because of her other 
needs she was the one country in which 
public opinion was most advanced on this 
question. The whole world stood to gain by 
bringing together, as cheaply as possible, all 
the materials necessary to produce the pro- 
ducts that civilisation needed. America, for 
example, produced 232 tons of chromide and 
consumed 153 thousand tons. The result was

that America was . penetrating financially 
other countries to secure her supplies, and 
was trying to overcome the export control 
over foreign supplies. As á consequence, at 
present. America and the British Empire con- 
trolled all leading raw materials, the most 
important exceptions being F ranco-German 
potash and Chilean nitrates. 

The United States, on the one hand, 
wanted to maintain her own tariff, while, on 
the ether hand, she deplored the inter-State 
tariffs in Europe that were. based. on racial 
divisions, and not on sound economic lines. 
There was some force in their point of 
view, because the United States was the 
biggest free trade unit in the world. 


THREE PROBLEMS. 


One of the fallacies in thinking on raw 
materials, both in the United States and in 
Europe, was to consider that there was one 
problem, whereas three were involved. ‘The 
first one was presented by those countries 
which had a pure monopoly, but which had 
no particular use for that monopoly. Such 
a country was a purely exporting one, and 
imposed a tax on exports either for revenue 
or conservation purposés. The second type 
was a country having monopoly of raw 
material, but while exporting that raw 
material was also anxious to develop home 
consumption. The third type was represented 
by an exporting country that also had 
developed home manufactures. A tax on 
exports could only be successful up to the 
level that would maintain consumption. If 


an excessive tax were imposed, consumption | 


would fall to such an extent that the total 
revenue would diminish. What the world 
was. hungering for in industry in relation 
to all these problems was stability—knowing 
what .its costs were going to be, so that it 
could work to a programme. If they could 
‘get stability in prices of raw materials it 
would be. better, even if the prices were 10 
per cent. higher than the average of 
fluctuating prices over a period of years. 
The situation created by the competition for 
raw materials was one fraught. with danger to 
international peace, but if, on the other hand, 
the problem resulted in bringing the United 
States into the League of Nations for common 
consultation and agreement the cause of peace 
would thereby be tremendously strengthened. 
They could never run the world: entirely on a 
theoretic or economic principle, but the more 
they were able to introduce sound theoretical 
and economical principles into their arrange- 
ments the better the world would be, and the 
higher the standard of life. It was economi- 
caily unsound for any nation to try to have 
a standard of. life artificially -higher than 
that of all the other nations in the world. 


SULPHURIC ACID. 


Sir Max Muspratt spoke on sulphuric acid, 
which he described as the life blood of any 
industrial nation, either in times of peace 
or in times of war. They believed that it 
was in the best interests of the whole of the 
industries of this country that the price of 
sulphuric acid should be stabilised on a basis 
of production costs overhead and depreciation 
charges, and some profit to the efficient works. 
On the Continent Germany, although it has 
stabilised the mark, and hoped to revive its 
industry after years of suffering, found that it 
had lost control over the price of raw 
materials, including sulphuric acid, Great 
Britain should avoid that danger. 

At present there was an artificial situation 
created abroad, and at the same time new 
synthetic processes were being developed that 
made it very difficult to plan ahead. If, for 
example, synthetic ammonia could be pro- 
duced, they did not want to make it by turn- 
‘ing it out of its compounds. He hoped that 
in the next three or four years sufficient light 
would be thrown upon the subject to estab- 
lish the sulphuric acid industry upon an in- 
creasing basis, and a sound relationshi of 
selling price to costs of manufacture which 
would be in the. interests.of the. whole 
economic industry of the country.

YACHT CAPSIZED OFF 
NEWHAVEN.

THE OWNER DROWNED. 


During the height of a south-westerly gale 
which raged in the Channel yesterday after- 
noon, a small sailing yacht, The Fidelity, 
was capsized and wrecked in Seaford Bay, 
two miles east of Newhaven. Dr. Glenister, 
the owner and skipper of the yacht, was 
drawned. The yacht, which left Cowes about 
6 o'clock yesterday morning, had three 
persons aboard—Dr. Glenister, his wife, and 
a deck-hand belonging to Southampton. . 

Wher off Newhaven, at about 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon, an effort was made to get the 
yacht into harbour, but owing to the gale 


and the heavy sea running this was found im” 


possible. As the boat was blown towards the 
shore her plight was noticed by the harbour 
look-out, and the Newhaven motor lifeboat 
was launched to her assistance. When she 
distressed vessel the 
close to the beach, on 
which the waves were breaking 
with tremendous force. Coxswain Payne 
of the lifeboat, called to the occupants of the 
yacht to jump, as the lifeboat passed between 
them and the beach, but they were apparently 
too much exhausted to do so. i 
In endeavouring to elfect a rescue the life- 
boat herself got ashore. yacht’s mast 
was snapped, and she capsized, the occupants 
being thrown into’ the sea. " A .gentlen 
named Bainbridge, a visitor from Derbyshire, 
who was. motoring past the Buckle Inn, 
near which the yacht went ashore, stopped 
his car, ran to the water’s edge, plunged 
into the sea, and. rescued. Mrs, Glenister, 
bringing her ashore in a semi-conscious con- 
dition. The deck hand managed to get 
ashore himself, but Dr. Glenister, although he 
reached one of the groins, was unable to 
hold on, and it is thought that, after letting 
, he was dashed .against the. groin,. ren- 
nad eemededienh, and drowned. The body 
had not been recovered late last evening. 
Mrs. Glenister was taken to the Buckle 
Inn, and; after recovering, was conveyed to 
Peacehaven, where she has friends. The

DEBT DISCUSSIONS IN 
UNITED STATES. 


GROWING UNEASINESS. 


AN OFFICIAL REPLY TO 
MR, CHURCHILL’S SPEECH. 
From EEUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT,

newspapers filled with debt stories 
and the Churchill-Mellon arguments, the 
eyes of the American public to-day are 
sharply focussed on Europe, especially 
France, where the outcome of her present 
difficulties is viewed with increasing un- 
easiness. 

Special. despatches from the French 
capita] reflected the belief that M. Herriot 
would not last long, while other stories 
reported a growing agitation there against 
Americans, even to the extent of gublic 
demonstrations, boos, and insults. London 
despatches reported a similar, if less in- 
tense, feeling in England. 

The New York Times this morning pub- 
lished in full the strongly-worded leaders 
published by a London newspaper, accusing 
the United States of usury. 


MAN-IN-THE-STREET’S VIEW. 

The American Press, so far. has been 
remarkably moderate in tone, and has been 
showing sympathy with Europe’s difficulties ; 
but the opinion of the man-in-the-street is 
less unbiassed. An unfortunate feeling 
prevails that France does not want to pay, 
and will not tax her people in order to get 
the money to pay what the United States 
feels is justly owed, and the longer the debt 
settlement is deferred, naturally the stronger 
this sentiment becomes. 

A REPLY TO MR. CHURCHILL. 

With Mr. Mellon absent in Europe, Mr. 
Churchill’s Commons speech regarding --r. 
Mellon was misquoted, and cannot be directly 
answered; but the Treasury yesterday gave 
out some figures which brin; up the direct 
question of veracity. 

The most concrete contradiction refers io 
what Great Britain spent from her own 
resources. Mr. Churchill claims that she 
spent three hillions; here the Treasury claims 
that she spent only three-quarters of a billion. 
Other figures are presented in the same 
fashion; and, although the Treasury avoids 
any direct comment on Mr. Churchill s 
figures, the net effect is a flat contradiction of 
the story the Chancellor told in the British 
Parliament. 

Politicians in Washington generally evince 
but little interest in this Anglo-Americar 
controversy; but -there are some who 
vigorously assail Mr. Mellon for what they 
describe as his excessive generosity in the 
settlements made with other countries. 

A GOOD WORD FOR BRITAIN. 

Senator Harrison, who has long been a 
noted critic of the debt settlements, however. 
has a good word for Great Britain. He regrets 
that the impression exists in Great Britain 
that this country criticised the British settle- 
ment, by which, on the contrary, she retains 
her long-established honour in meeting her 
obligations.

It must pro- 
tect from molestations and annoyances like 
arbitrary search bona fide British merchants 
and.. shippers in the West Indies as 
elsewhere, but it must make it plain that it 
does ‘not connive at the British flag being 
used as a cheap and easy shelter for persons 
of any nationality, or of none who are en- 
riching themselves by eluding the laws of a 
friendly country. For many reasons the 
policy of responding obligingly, and even 
generously, to these American requests is as 
wise for the future as it is agreeable in the 
present.. To have met all reasonable ex- 
pectations of support in the past is the 
strongest ground fon which to refuse ex- 
travagant demands in the future, and there 
are signs that in a further campaign for in- 
tensified enforcement such claims may be 
made. There are parties in America whose 
own credit is so much involved in the effec- 
tiveness of prohibition that they favour very 
extreme demands upon the active co-operation 
of other countries on the ground of the special 
moral character of the Prohibition law.

The figures given 
for individual pits in Warwickshire, show the 
total number at. work 4,914, and the number 
normally employed is 13,805. There are also 
many pits at which groups of thirty or forty 
men are working. aa 

At, Baddersley an additional 400 men were 
signed on yesterday for work to-day, and 165 
additional men were signed’ on at Birch 
Coppice. 

It. is stated that the two counties of War- 
wickshire and Staffordshire are now raising 
about 30,000 tons of commercially disposable 
coal per week. 

Yesterday many more miners returned to 
work at the Measham Collieries, Leicester, 
hringing the total to well over onethird of 
the men employed in normal times. 


BACK-GARDEN MINES. 

A large number of miniature mines are 
being worked by miners in South Derbyshire 
and Leicestershire, the back gardens of 
colliers being in many places the scene of 
active operations. By an ingenious use of 
bicycle wheels coal is being hauled to the 
surface, the garden mines in some cases being 
twenty feet deep. Mining takes place at 
night to the flickering flare of oil Jamps, and 
late shifts of long hours are worked. 

As a rule, half a dozen men, usually relations 
or friends, are at work at very little pit. 


After supplying their own households with. 


coal the miners sell the surplus for which 
there is & ready demand. 

In the Cannock Chase coalfields the number 
of miners who have returned to work has in-

SIR R. HORNE'S CALL FOR 
HARD WORK.

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Sir Robert Horne, speaking at a luncheon 
in London yesterday, said that this was a 


importance of successful business, but the ex- 
tent to which the country was being depleted 
of its resources by the unfortunate strike still 
in progress, was hardly realised by the great 
majority of people. In 1921, when there was 
a similar stoppage of work in the coalfields, 
the thirteen weeks which passed without any 
work resulted in a loss to the country of 
£365,000,000. They were now approaching 
the thirteenth week of the present stoppage, 
and the ten days of the general strike had 
certainly aggravated their struggles. 

One thing he hoped would emerge from the 
anxious situation in which they were: a 
realisation, through the mere size and terrible 
results of the conflict, of what a barbarous 
thing it was that all the industry of the 


country should be stopped by events of that *~ 


kind. Surely they owed it to themselves to 
free themselves from those horrible troubles, 
and to find by legislation or otherwise, a 
means by which those disputes could he 
settled without reducing the country to a con- 
dition of impoverishment. 


NOT PUTTING THEIR BACKS INTO IT. 

“I have got the impression from travelling 
about the world in recent years,” he said, 
“that we in Britain are not putting our 
backs into our business to the extent that 
other countries are doing. There is a vivid 
contrast between the activities of America 
and Britain. It may be that this arises out 
of the: weariness in which we found our- 
selves after the war, or tha the 
conditions in Britain at the pre- 
sent time are not so encouraging as 
in the United States. But it is patent to 
everybody that both employers and workmen 
in the United States are going ahead with 
a zest which is far too much lacking in this 
country. 

“There has grown up here in this country 
an idea that the ambition of everybody should 
be leisure. That is a most fallacious doctrine. 
Looking back to the war, I can say with 
complete certainty that the British workman 
and employer were then far more competent 
for getting the work completed and more 
ingefous at forming new devices to meet 
strained situations. There is no reason on 
earth why Britain should not be in that 
position again. 

“ At the moment I think there is a certain 
slackness in this country that we ought to 
get rid of. If we do so, there is no nation 
that can supersede us in business and in- 
dustry.”*

The Executive of the International Miners’ 
Federation met in Paris to-day, under the 
presidency of Mr. Herbert Smith, to discuss 
the future policy of the Federation regarding 
the British coal strike, and the measures to 
be adopted in its support.

the Executive it is stated that representatives 
of Great Btitain, Germany, Ozecho-Sloyakia, 
France, Belgium and the United States are 
attending the conference. 

Mr. Srank Hodges. the Secretary, reported 
en the financial situation of the British 
Miers’ Union, and gave figures of the sup- 
port received from the various countries and

Of the total sum 
of £687,000 thus received, £420,976 came from 
Russia, £87,000 from the British Women’s 
Movement, £30,000 from the ‘Trade Union 
Council, £21,000 from the International

countries. ‘The total represents about 1s. 6d. 
a week for every muner. 

Mr. Hodges also gave figures showing the 
quantities of goal exported t6 Great Britain 
from different countries during the stoppage.

THREATENED STRIKE.

ALLEGED BREACH OF 
CONTRACT. 
From Our CoRRESPONDEN?T, 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

In the King’s Bench Division Mr, Justice 
Acton heard an action brought by Mr. Stanis- 
laus Patrick Callaghan, of Dame street, Dub- 
lin, against Caffyns, Ltd., of Terminus :oad. 
Eastbourne, claiming the return of the pur- 
chase price of a Daimler motor car, or, alter- 
natively, damages for alleged breach of con- 
tract. Plaintiff's case was that early in 1924 
he wanted to purchase a car to replace one 
he then had, and he got into touch with the 
defendants, who agreed to sell him a Daimler 
chassis, with a body to be built for it, at a 
price of £950. Plaintiff gave a written order 
for the car, and paid a deposit of £200, and 
later on the balance of £750 when the car 
was delivered. He complained that the car 
was unsatisfactory, and had to be returned 
to the makers in order to have its defects 
remedied. The body also, he declared, was 
unsatisfactory. He claimed that he was 
entitled to reject the car. 

The defendants denied the plaintiff’s allega- 
tions, and said that it was an express term 
of the contract that they gave plaintiff no 
warrant or guarantee of quality or fitness for 
any purpose. 

The hearing was adjourned. 


DUNDALK HIT BY COAL STRIKE. 


The serious efiect of the coal and other 
strikes was emphasised at the meeting of the 
Dundalk Harbour Commissioners yesterday, 
when it was reported that the receipts for the 
month only amounted to £34, while the pay- 
ments totalled over £340; and the Engineer 
stated that. only five vessels had entered the 
port during. the past month.

MORGAN LOAN TO BE SOLD. 
M. de Monzie, on resuming his speech,

 M. de Monzie announced that he would 
table to-day a bill authorising the Bank 
of France to sell on the market a portion 
of the Morgan Loan, the proceeds of

The Minister added that he would not 
make the bill a question of confidence ; 
but, if the Chamber failed to vote it, he 
personally would take the responsibility 
for authorising the Bank to sell part of 
the Morgan loan in order to savé the Bank 
from. suspending its payments on the 
Treasury's account. He would do se 
even if he were sent afterwards before 
the High Court for so doing. 

INTENSE EXCITEMENT. 

The Chamber at this point was in a 
state of feverish excitement. As the 
strain was telling on M. de Monzie, the 
sitting was suspended for a short time. 

GREDIT BALANCE INCREASED. 

M. de Monzie, on the resumption, 
announced that he had just learned that 
the figure of sixty millions, which he had 
given as the Treasury’s credit balance, 
had now increased to one hundred and 
fifty millions. 

The Minister did not explain how this 
increase had arisen, but proceeded to say 
that France had untold national wealth, 
which should be developed, and it was 
their duty to seek foreign aid for that 
purpose. It was by that form of participa- 
tion that the necessary credits could be 
obtained. The Minister said that he had 
in mind a forced loan, with a lower rate 
of interest, for those who had not hitherto 
been holders of Government stock, but 
had invested their capital elsewhere. 

NO CAPITAL LEVY. 

It would not, he declared, be a capital 
levy. He said that he would introduce 
a bill to that effect in forty-eight hours.

id. HERRIOT’S JUSTIFICATION. 


M. Herriot then made a statement justi- 
fying the attitude that he had taken up 
with regard to the preceding Government. 
He said that his patriotism forbade him 
to leave the salvation of France to depend 
on foreign financial support and on the 
signature of a diplomatic agreement, such 
as that of Washington. 

He said that France must save herself. 
The French people must be willing te 
participate in the National Debt by con- 
tributing to the Sinking Fund. The 
Government wished to assure the salva- 
tion of the nation by an appeal for 
voluntary contributions from acquired 
wealth and by energetic action against 
speculation. 

THE VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 

M. Herriot then read a resolution of 
M. Cazal’s, expressing confidence that the 
Government would be able to carry out 
the vigorous financial policy that the cir- 
cumstances demanded. 

The Government was defeated on 
vote of confidence by 290 votes to 237. 

HOW THEY VOTED. 

The deputies who voted for the Govern- 
ment included 97 Socialists, 200 Radical 
Socialists, and a number of Republican 
Socialists and members of the Republican 
Left. 

Those who voted against the Govern- 
ment included the Independents of the 
Right, and groups of the Republican 
Democratic Entente, Democrats of the 
Democratic Left, Republicans of the Inde- 
pendent. Left, as well as some thirty 
members of the Radical Left, twenty Re- 
publican Socialists, a dozen Radical 
Socialists, and 28 members of the Com- 
munist group. 

THE MORGAN LOAN. 

After the figures of the Government 's 
defeat had been announced, all the 
Ministers left the Chamber of Deputies, 
with the exception of M. de Monzie, the 
Minister of Finance, and M. Jacquier, the 
Under-Secretary for the Treasury. 

‘M. de Monzie asked the Chamber *‘o 
vote immediately a bill authorising the 
Bank of France to use part of the Morgan 
credits in- order to enable the State to 
meet its obligations. The sitting was sus- 
pended while the Finance Committee pro- 
ceeded to discuss the bill. 

M. HERRIOT RESIGNS. 

At 10.25 p.m. M. Herriot, accompanied 
by his colleagues, arrived at the Elysée to 
hand in the resignation of the Cabinet to 
the President of the Republic. M. 
Doumergue accepted the resignation. 

The President of the Republic imme- 
diately commencec his consultations, and 
it is very probable that he will ask M. 
Poincaré to form the new Cabinet.

PATENT RIGHTS IN THE FREE 


TO THE GDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—l see by several articles in your paper 
during thé past few days that there is quite a. 
serious fitter in British trade circles - over. 
their “lapsed patent rights "’ in the Irish Free 
State, on the ground that Irish manufacturers 
may, as Captain Drury Coleman take, 
‘ advantage of the situation.” In my opinion 
the boot is on the other foot. Twenty-six 
agricultural counties are scarcely*a field hkely 
to tempt Irish manufacturers into such enter- 
prises. It would not pay for three very simple 
reasons :—(a) that their customers would be 
both few and poor; (b) that the wants of the 
greater number would be limited EEA 
the necessaries of Jife, and (c) that. we have 
practically no raw materials in the country 
capable of being worked up for export, unless 
I except peat, which, I‘ know for a fact, could 
be profitably converted into manure, but 
which we persist in looking upon as only 
valuable for burning. i 

I speak not at random, but with actual 
knowledge. Fifty-eight years in business and 
fifty yée:s operati tented articles give one 
some experience of the values of pa in 
this country. In my opinion it is the Irish 
inventor and the Free State taxpayer who are 
likely to suffer in this matter of patents, if it 
is really the purpose of the Government to 
establish a Patent Office in Dublin... If it is 
thought that the Free State as a nation can 
benefit by it, I should like to hear the argu- 
ments. Í have nothing but the real prosperity 
of the country in view, and therefore trast 
that my criticisms will be looked on as being 
for the greatest good of the greater number. 

I vainly éndeavoured to get a copy of the 
first bill—I presume because it was out of 
print. JI understand the present bill only, 
through the columns of your paper, but, 
having put more than a few patents through 
during my business life, I am fairly conversant 
with the subject generally. Omitting the 
sentimental desire to have an Irish Patent 
Office, I would ask: Do we realise what, if 
we establish it, we shall be up against, first, 
in the matter of cost to the country, and, 
secondly, in promoting invention and manu- 
factures there? I speak of patents only, not 
of the registration of designs and trade- 
marks, which latter would be a comparatively 
simple and inexpensive department to run. 
For example, the cost last year to the British 
Patent Office for the salaries of examiners of 
designs was under £710, while the cost of the 
examiners’ salaries for patents went into six 
figures. 

To be exact—omitting the cost of the 
Manchester Branch, which obviously deals 
with designs connected with textiles that are 
unlikely to come largely under the purview 
of a Dublin office—the cost to the British 
Patent Office for the salaries of four 
examiners of designs during 1925 was only 
£705 3s. 6d., whereas the salaries of the 
240 examiners of patents was no less than 
£106,048 14s. 1ld. Of course, these sums 
refer to examiners’ salaries only. The total 
cost. of staff salaries of all descriptions down 
to charwomen (still omitting those of the 
Manchester Branch) for 1 was over a 
quarter of a million pounds. 

It is trus that there were 35,000 applications 
for patents received, and of these over one- 
half were sealed. One almost hesitates to 
publish it, but the fact is already in print, 
that of these 35,000 applications those for the 
Irish Free State only numbered 136, while 
those of Northern Ireland were 208. Now, 
136 is jug the two-hundred and fortieth 
part of 53,000, but it does not follow that, 
because it took 240 examiners to deal with 
the latter number, a single examiner: could 
deal with the former. Ability is just one of 
those things that cannot be dealt with by 
arithmetic. The only man who ever 
seriously tried to do so, that I can call to 
mind, was Karl Marx, who, to establish his 
so-called economic system (see his book 
‘‘ Das Capital ’’), equated skilled labour into 
terms of unskilled or " simple labour” by 
ae ees “simple labour ” being pre- 
viously ascertained by average. 

It would obviously be impossible to 
equate patent examiners by arithmetic, and 
the difficulty is increased when we consider 
the variety of expert knowledge necessary fot 
an examiner even in one single scientific 
branch. ‘Then, when we remember that a 
patent examiner has not only to deal with 
the specification immediately before him, but 
must have a general knowledge also of its 
subject relatively to what has been public 
property hitherto, his responsibility is greatly 
increased. He must guard the interests of 
the public as well as those of irivéntors, 
Hence, unless properly equipped with 
examiners, so far as the Irish inventor is 
concerned, a Free State Patent Office would 
be worse than useless as giving him a statue 
to procure a patent in the British Patent 
Office, to say nothing of those of foreign 
countries. 

What rules should we adopt—the British 
rules without any court of appeal, or the 
American, making a patent of equal authority 
with the law of the land? Again, it would 
not be worth while—the field of operations is 
so small—for an Irish inventor, in nine cases 
out of ten, to take out a patent running solely 
in the Free State. Is it, therefore, judicious. 
to say nothing of its being fair, to compel 
Irish inventors to pay double fees in order to 
enable them to obtain a field wide enough for 
them to operate their patent rights either by 
sale of them, or by licence, or by the still 
more profitable and desirable method of 
manufacturing in this country and eelling 
elsewhere ? 

My deliberaté opinion that a golden 
opportunity presents itself at the moment in 
conneetion with this matier, when, without 
expense to ourselves and with positive ad- 
vantage to our country, we might heal some 
of the “‘ pin-pricking’’ which has latterly 
take place—inadvertently, it may be, but not 
the less real for being unintentional.—

precedent set by the Land Bill of 1926 in 
relation to a matter of no importance is being 
reversed very hastily in relation to the Patent 
Bill of 1926, which covers a matter which the 
final Court of Appeal of the Empire could 
not by any possibility dismiss from considera- 
tion with a contemptuous de minimis. In the 
one case, to avoid a decision of the Court 
of Appeal provided for in the Constitution, 
it is urgently decreed that the law is as the 
court had decided it; and in the other case, 
in just as urgent haste, that it shall not hence- 
forth be as the court has decided it.  In- 
genious and irregular expedients like the Act 
of 1926 may approach to respectability when 


they are used consistently and with courage 
for the safeguarding of things of national im- 
portance; but when they are pursued with 


courage only in matters of no importance; I 


they become ridiculous. — 
In practice these two instruments, 
Act 6f 1926 and the Patent Bill of , ¢on- 
stitute & definite and clear claim by the 
Executive, through a subservient majority, to 
interpret the law, and, for good or evil, th 
should be so regarded.

are normally sixty millions of pigs; and in 
Germany, where there are. twenty. nullions. 
In the. present instance. the dali in price is 
due to three causs—firstly, the usual summer 
tallfag off in the sale of bacon; secondly. the 
fact that the Dutch, prohibited from sending 
pork to England, are sending bacon -instead, 
and, thirdly, the adverse conditions of the 
English market due to the strike and its 
reactions. : 

Your Correspondent voices the sort of 
sin grievance ”’ which uniortunately robs the 
farmers of a great deal of sympathy that is 
due to them when, as now in the farming 
business generally, they have a real cause for 
complaint. I'he fact is that there is no 
animal on the farm paying better than the 
pig. A few weeks ago, Mr. Michael Doyle. 
T.D., himself a working farmer, .. produced 
figures before the Food Commission showing 
that on an outlay of £60 15s. 8d. on ten pigs, 
including the ‘cost of stores, food, coal, 
hedding and iabonr, he had a profit of £2 
ás. 5d. per pig. That amounts to a profit of 
55 per cent. on his money in three months, 
equivalent te 140 per cent. per annum. His 
selling price was 80s. per cwt. live weight, 
which is equivalent to about 104s. dead 
weight, and this is under the average price 
ruling in the Dublin factories’ during the past 
six months. 

If Mr. Doyle were Selling to-day, when 
there has been a fall to 100s. de weight, 
his profit would still be equivalent to about 
120 per cent. per annum on his money. Where 
is the other industry in the country which 
is yielding such a profit?—Yours. etc..

RAIN CURTAILS COUNTY 
MATCHES. 


CENTURY FOR LEYLAND 

Leinster and Phenix played a return club 
game yesterday at Rathulines, and after a 
most enjoyable afternoon’s cricket Leinster 
won a few minutes from time by four wickets. 

Phenix, who batted first, occupied the 
wickets just two hours, when, with nine 
wickets down, they declared with the total 
at 193. This was a much larger score than 
at first looked likely, for half the side were 
out for 62. W. Allen, however, came to the 
rescue, and he got good assistance from J. R. 
Peacocke and A. P. Kelly. Allen, who went 
in fourth wicket down, was not out at the 
declaration with 75 to his credit. He gave no 
chance, and hit 11 boundaries. B. J. O'Kelly, 
with four wickets for 35, was the most suc- 
cessful bowler for the home side. Leinster, 
who had one and thfee-quarters hours to bat, 
went for the runs from the start, and got 
them for the loss of six wickets, C. M. Hull, 
R. SS cage 4 emg and J. Wise all hitting 
freely for their respective contributions. 

The weather was brilliantly fine at Edin- 
burgh yesterday when the first day’s play in 
the two day match between the Scottish 
Amateurs and the Australians took place. 
Although the wicket had been protected from 
the overnight rain the Scottish batting proved 
very disappointing, The Australians, who 
rested Macartney and Richardson, did not 
call _— Gregory, and most of the bowling 
was done by Grimmett and Mailey. The 
former, who was bowling off the wicket, had 
early success, and thereafter none of the Scot- 
tish batsmen, save Weir, and in a lesser de- 
gree, Groves, played him with any confi- 
dence. The Australians had less than two 
and a half hours’ batting, and when stumps 
were drawn were 114 runs ahead with nine 
wickets in hand. 

A series of showers limited play at Chelten- 
ham to forty-five minutes, in that time 
Gloucestershire scoring 43 runs. 

A bad collapse on the part of Surrey caused 
them all to be mind in slightly over two 
and a half hours for 112 at Eastbourne. The 
thunderstorm of the previous day had left the 
wicket a little soft on top, but it soon dried 
under the influence of a strong wind, and 
most of the batsmen fared badly, and were 
beaten by the pace of the ball off the pitch.

Cricket of a fluctuating nature, which was 
restricted by rain, marked the start of the 
Bournemouth week at Dean Park, Yorkshire, 
in roughly four hours before stumps were 
drawn, being dismissed for the moderate total 
of 237. Following a wretched start, Holmes 
and Oldroyd leaving with only 26 scored, 
Yorkshire were almost entirely indebted to 
a brilliant three-figure innings by Leyland 
for pulling the game round. Leyland, who 
opened the innings, was fifth out after obtain- 
ing 118 out of 199 in three hours and twenty 
minutes; J. Daniell’s batting was the dominat- 
ing feature at Taunton, where rain so inter-

By scoring 230 for seven wickets, Glamor- 
gan started satisfactorily at Leyton. They 
were fortunate to bat on a slow pitch, kept 
easy by showers. which after lunch, caused 
delays amounting to two hours. Douglas 
played for the first time this season, but did 
not bowl. Weather conditions of somewhat 
a cheerless character prevailed at Lord’s, 
where Notts and Middlesex met, and drizzling 
rain occasioned three brief interruptions. 
Middlesex lost the opening pair of batsmen 
for 24, but Hearne and Hendren retrieved the 
position by a stand which realised 42, the 
last-named being caught behind the wicket 
just as he had settled down. Hearne gave a 
particularly sound display, the outstanding 
feature being brilliantly executed late cutting 
and stylish strokes to the leg.

At the close of play the visitors were 
110 runs behind, with 10 wickets in hand.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT 


BURNING OF HOUSE AND 
FARM BUILDINGS. 


CHARGE AGAINST KERRY- 
MAN: JURY DISAGREE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AMD A JURY.) 

The jury disagreed in the case of Patrick 
Daly, who was charged with having set fire 
to his house “and farm buildings at Knock- 
annish Spa, Tralee, on December 17th, 1925, 
with intent to defraud. The accused man was 
allowed out on bail of £500, to come up for 
trial when called upon. 

The accused was examined by Mr. T. 
O'Donnell and denied the charge. He had 
done all that he possibly could to save the 
furniture until he was injured in the hand. 
In 1919 eight men, who had marched through 
the town of Tralee in double file, stopped him 
and told him that if he did not clear out they 
would blow him up. One of the men said that 
he would cut off his ears if he did not go. 
Three of his cattle were stabbed and nine had 
their tails cut off, and his servants left him, 
saying that a! had been threatened. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Has anything happened 
during the last five years!—No, my lord. 

Mr. Carrigan (for the rosecution)—You 
admit, however, that you fad been decreed 
again and again!—Yes. 


DECREES. 


Would not you have been much better off 
than ever you had been had you got the 
£1,000!—I would not say that, sir. 

Is it a fact thai in 1913 you were sentenced 
to six years for nearly murdering two men in 
connection with this farm ?— Yes. 

And another man named Ryan was also 
convicted and sentenced to ten years!—Yes. 

When you came out of jail you came to an 
agreement with Father Foley !—Yes. My wife 
bought the place before I came out of jail. 

e dogs did not bark on the night of the 
fire —No. 

The Sheriff for County Kerry gave evidence 
as to decrees against the prisoner for amounts 
due to the Land Commission. 

The local agent of the assurance company 
gave evidence of a claim by the accused in 
respect of the fire for £2,000. 

r. Carrigan—Have your principals re- 
udiated this claim and turned it down as a 
raud 7— Yes. 

Mrs. Catherine Daly, wife of the accused, 
said that she and her husband did all that 
they could to put out the fire and lend assist- 
ance until her husband was injured. None of 
the articles, including the sewing machine 
(produced in court), was amongst the property 
claimed for, but she had duplicates of 
practically every article. 

To Mr. Carrigan—Her husband told her not 
to give any in ormation about the fire to the 


police. 
THE DEFENCE. 


Mr. .O’Donnell addressed the jury for the 
accused, and said that the story put forward 
by the prosecution was incredible—that at the 
risk of destroying the lives of his wife and 
child he should set fire to his house, with the 
prospect, at the most, of acquiring insurance 
or compensation from the ratepayers. He had 
milch cows, horses, hay, turnips, and a con- 
siderable quantity of household property of a 
quality superior to that of an ordinary farmer’s 
residence, and in no respect was it fair or 
reasonable to put forward the theory that he 
was bereft of means—a hopeless bankrupt. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the prisoner was a 
man in a desperate financial position, against 
whom decree after decree had been issued, 
with the repeated return of nudla bona—a man 
to whom it would be a benefit to have a fire 
to bolster up a bogus claim to compensation. 
The jury had presented to them some notion 
of the sort of man the accused was by his 
record, he having done six years’ penal 
servitude for a murderous attack in connection 
with this very farm, whilst another man was 
sentenced to ten years on the same occasion. 
It was perfectly clear that the reason the dogs 
did not bark on the night of the fire was that 
they knew the man who carried and used the 
torch was their own master. 

Mr. Justice Hanna having charged the jury, 

The jury, after a long absence, were unable 
to agree to a verdict. : 

The prisoner, as stated, was allowed out on 
bail of £500, to come up for trial when called 
on.
